line from the Pennsylvania depot to
the Grand Hotel.

Chief Gobin and staff visited Camp
Bherman  this afternoom when the
camp in charge of Captain Byrne was
formally turned over to him., This
camp has a capacity of 15000 in s
tents and ample provisions for meals,
A salute was fired upon the arrival of
the commander in chief, after which
the bands rendered concerts.  Prayer
was aoffered by Rev, David H, Moore,
editor of the western Christian Advo-
cate, who was a colonel In the Civil
war. Major Joseph W. Wilshire,
chalrman of the committee on camps,
made the pregentation speech and Gen-
eral J. P, B, Gobin responded in an elo-
auent address of acceptance. The cer-
emonles attending the ralsing of the
flag were in charge of Captain J. B,
Sampson, after which there was o con-
cert and other festivities, Among the
numerous camps in the suburbs and
also in the city I8 one at Garfield park,
occupled by the James M. Lyle post,
of Alleghoeny, Pa.. which hus its own
band and iIs nlen accompanied by 1385
sons of veteruns and others from west-
ern Pennsylvania. The two cannon
gaurding the entrance to camp Gars-
fleld were made trom bursted shells
gathered from the battlefleld of Get-
tyshurg.

Ignatiue Donnelly Makes a Fiery

Address — Genernl Wheeler and
Other Democrats.
Clineinnatl, Sept. L—=The natlomal

convention of the Middle of the Road
Popullsts wig 1o have convened at the
Lyveum at noon today, During the
forencon the Middle of the Ronders
were in formal conference and changod
opinjons enough to indleate that much
difference in their views us to whether
they should hold & convention or mere-
Iy a general conference, In calling the
convention to order J, A, Parker, of
Louisville, sccrotary of the Heform
FPress assoclation, strongly sdvocated
independent action by the Popullsis,
whether it is done at thig conyventlon
or nt some future time,

Ignatiue Donnelly was chosen tems-
porary chialrman and made a most rad-
leal speech denouncing General Wheel-
er and all other leaders who haid co-
aperated for fusion with the Demo-
crats.  He referred to drover Cleves
land as a traltor to the Demoeratic
party and Sendtor Butler as a traltor
Lo the Populist party. He was espe-
clally severe in denouncing Senator
Butler as a man who reached an ex-
alted position by conniving with the
Republicans for his eleotion to the sen-
ate, and who now, under Instructions
from W. J. Bryan, he {8 conniving with
the Democruts, My, Donnelly advo-
tated w reargunization of the Populist
party on the Hne of the Middle of the
Roaders ag Indicated in thelr confers
ence at Omaha last June and again at
Nashville last July, The

usunl coms-
mittees  of  eredentials, resolutions,
rules, order of business and perman-

ent organizgation were appointed whoen
a recess was taken,

The afternoon session disclosed many
differences between the Middle of the
Roaders who were denouncing fusion-
tsts as demoralizers, They were united
on the subject of such a4 permanent re-
organization as to prevent fusion or
desertion hereafter and on an Independ-
ent tieket for 1000, but there were wide
differences as to how to provent the
fusion and desertions nnd how to name
the candidntes, As the committes on
credentinlg had not reported, Chalrman
Ignatiug Donnelly was compelled o
recognize whoever could get the flnor,
and there was much di=scussion of a
partial report on credentinls, A8 the
ciull for the convention was misunder-
stood, and by many thought to have
been withdrawn, It was difficult to pass
on any credentinls, Most of those pres-
ent are self-convineed or at least un-
able to show the usunl eredentials, and
there g another class clalming the
right 1o vore proxies. As there are
only two or three present from some

APPALLING DISASTER AT
COHOES, N. Y.

A Loaded Trolley Car is Struck by
a D & H. Engine Going at n High
Rate of SBpeed—Eighteen of the
Thirty-five Passengers in the Trol-
ley Car Are Dead—Terrible Scenes
at the Wreck.
